The precinct headquarters will 
each be manned by a captain, a 
lieutenant and a sergeant chosen 
from among the boys of that pre- 
cinct. An adult member , of the 
Haverford Township Junior Police 
Committee will act as inspector at 
each precinct headquarters. 

"The theory of this plan," ex- 
plained George W. Hill, Jr., head 
of the junior police organization, 
"is that no boy is really bad. We 
shall not tolerate branding of the 
Corps as a corrective instrument 
for delinquent boys. We hope to 
make the Corps so attractive that 
boys of all mental and physical 
make-ups will want to become part 
of it."

What Are the Most Important 
Enemies of the Gardener? 

No garden will be successful un- 
less defended against weeds and 
insects. The hoe and the sprayer 
are the two weapons most impor- 
tant in "garden defense," They 
should be used regularly and in 
the proper manner. Too often Vic- 
tory Gardeners start out enthusias- 
tically to raise their own garden 
vegetables. The next thing they 
know their project gets to be hard 
work. The sun is hot, the weeds 
begin to take over and pesky in- 
sects move in and invite all their 
relatives to partake of the bounti- 
ful banquet spread before them in 
the way of tender vegetables. 

What Harm Do Weeds 
Do In the Garden? 

Weeds are' thieves. They steal 
the moisture and plant food from 
your crop. The soil is a reservoir 
from which the garden plants draw 
their sustenance. Every weed that 
runs its roots into that reservoir 
draws away the things your crop 
needs for good growth. Few soils 
will feed a crop, of weeds and a crop 
of garden vegetables at the same 
time. 

How Can I Prevent a Growth 
cf Weeds in the Garden 

Weeds grow from seeds. If weeds 
are kept down year by year so that 
no seed falls your weed problem is 
partly solved although there al- 
ways seems to be some coming up 
no matter how you fight. The 
problem in the main is solved by 
cultivation and by hoeing. Weeds 
should be destroyed as they come 
up before they have time to attain 
a size where they do damage by 
robbing your crop. Burning gar- 
den trash helps to destroy both 
weed seeds and . insects. However 
many weeds drop their seeds as 
soon as they ripen and you have to 



He careful that in gathering stray 
weed stocks you do not broadcast 
weed seed. 

What Insects Are Most 
Harmful to the Garden? 

Any insect seen in the garden 
should be looked upon as an enemy 
till proven otherwise. Some are 
more harmful than others. All in- 
sects are harmful that eat leaves, 
flowers or tender shoots. Likewise 
they are harmful if they suck sap 
from the tissues. The plant needs 
all its substance and can spare 
none for support of insects. In 
various sections of the country 
various pests are found. Some in- 
sects such as aphids are almost uni- 
versal, however, and are found on 
almost all types of vegetation. 
Watch for the little green plant 
lice (aphis) and attack them at 
once when they appear. They look 
harmless but can do great damagr 
if allowed to multiply, 




How Should Insects 
Be Combatted? 

As soon as the plants get large 
enough to act as .a harbor for in- 
sects they should be sprayed. For 
chewing insects use lead arsenate. 
For sucking insects use Black Leaf 
40. Full directions will be given 
later in these columns as to how to 
use these products which are very 
simple to handle and will do a 
splendid clean up job. "

EXPENDABLE WRECKAGE UTTERS 
BEACHHEAD AFTER INVASION 

German Prisoners See Replacements 
Pour Across Sea They Guarded So Long 

By ERNIE PYLE 

NORMANDY BEACHHEAD (By wireless, delayed)— I took a walk 
along the historic coast of Normandy in the country of Prance. 

It was a lovely day for strolling along the seashore. Men were 
s'eeping on the sand, some of them sleeping forever. Men were floating 
in the water, but they didn't know they were in the water, for they 
were dead. 

The water was full of squisliy little jellyfish about the size of your 
hand. Millions of them. In the center each of them had a green design 
exactly like a four-leaf clover. The good-luck emble m. Sure. Hell yes. 
I walked for a mile and a half-f — -

could see partly 



The strong, swirling tides of 
the Normandy coastline shift 
the contours of the sandy beach 
as they move in and out. They 
carry soldiers' bodies out to sea, 
and later they return them. 
They cover the corpses of heroes 
with sand, and then in their 
whims they uncover them. 

As I plowed out over the wet 
sand of the beach on that first 
day ashore, I walked around 
what .seemed to be a couple of 
pieces of driftwood sticking out 
of the sand. But they weren't 
driftwood. 

They were a soldier's two feet. 
He was completely covered by 
the shifting sands except for his 
feet. The toes of his G.I. shoes 
pointed toward the land he had 
come so far to sec, and which he 
saw so briefly. 



we had a tent hospital, and a 
barbed wire enclosure for prison- 
ers of war. Prom up there you 
could see far up and down the 
beach, in a spectacular crow's-nest 
view, and far out to sea. 

And standing out there on the 
water beyond all this wreckage 
was the greatest armada man has 
ever seen. You simply could not 
believe the gigantic collection of 
ships that lay out there waiting 
to unload. 

Looking from the blvufT. it lay 
thick and clear to the far horizon 
of the sea and on beyond, and it 
spread out to the sides and was 
miles wide. Its utter enormity 
would move the hardest man. 

A_ I stood up there I noticed a 
group of freshly taken German 



along the water's edge of our 
many-miled invasion beach. You 
wanted to walk slowly, for the de- 
tail on that beach was infinite. 

The wreckage was vast and star- 
tling. The awful waste and de- 
struction of war, even aside from 
the loss of human life, has always 
been one of its outstanding fea- 
tures to those who are in it. Any- 
thing and everything is expend- 
able. And we did expend on our 
beachhead in Normandy during 
those first few hours.

For a mile out from the beach 

there were scores of tanks and

On the beach lay, expended, 
sufficient men and mechanism 
for a small war. They were gone 
forever now. And yet we could 
afford it. 

We could afford it because we 
were on, and we had our toe- 
hold, and behind us there were 
such enormous replacements for 
this wreckage on the beach that 
you could hardly conceive of 
their sum total. Men and equip- 
ment were flowing from Eng- 
land in such a gigantic stream 
that it made the waste on the 
beachhead seem like nothing at 
all, really nothing at all. 



urely guarding them with Tommy 
guns. 

The prisoners too were look- 
ing out to sea — the same, bit of 
sea that for months and years 
had been so safely empty be- 
fore their gaze. Now they stood 
staring: almost as if in a trance, 
They didn't say a word to 
each other. They didn't need to. 
The expression on their faces was 
something forever unforgetta- 
ble. In it was the final horrified 
acceptance of their doom. 

If only all Germany could 
have had the rich experience of 
standing on the bluff and look- 
ing out across the water and 
seeing what their compatriots 
saw. 

Along the Normandy beaches 
extends a thin little line, just like 
a high water mark, for miles along 
the beach. This is the strewn per- 
sonal gear, gear that will never be 
needed again, or those who fought 
and died to give us our entrance 
into Europe. 

Here in a jumbled row for mile 
on mile are soldiers' packs. Here 
are socks and shoe polish, sewing 
kits, diaries, Bibles and hand gre- 
nades. Here are the latest letters 
from home, with the address on 
each one neatly razored out — one 
of the security precautions enforc- 
ed before the boys embarked. 

Here are toothbrushes and ra- 
zors, and snapshots of families 
back home staring up at you from 
the sand. Here are pocketbooks, 
metal mirrors, extra trousers, and 
bloody, abandoned shoes. Here are 
broken handled shovels, and port- 
able radios smashed almost be- 
yond recognition, and mine detec- 
tors twisted and ruined. 

Here are torn pistol belts and 
canvas water buckets, first-aid 
kits and jumbled heaps of life- 
belts. I picked up a pocket Bible 
with a soldiers name in it, and put 
|it in my jacket. I carried it half 
a mile or so and then put it back 
j down on the beach. I don't know 
why I picked it up, or why I put 

it back down.

Over and around this long thin 
line of personal anguish, fresh 
men today are rushing vast sup- 
plies to keep our armies pushing 
jon into Prance.

I You can make scarce fuel go further next Winter by preparing

! the Federal Housing Administration says. An FHA Title 1 loan will

j OPA NAMES NEW CEILING PRICES 

Ceiling prices have been established by the OPA on watermelons, 
I alfalfa hay, sweet peppers and hothouse cucumbers, none of which 
; had been under nationwide retail price control. Retail watermelon 
: prices should decline substantially from last Summer's figures. Al- 
j falfa producers' per ton ceiling prices range from $19 to $26.50. 

■ Ceilings on sweet peppers and hothouse cucumbers represent reduc- 
! tions at retail. OPA also has set maximum prices for the 1944 crop 

of red and black raspberries, dewberries and blackberries. 

NATIONAL RESTAURANT REGULATION 

For the first time, public eating and drinking places will be 
covered by a national restaurant regulation July 31, when they must 
post their April 4-10, 1943, base period ceiling prices for 40 basic 
menu items served, OPA announces. However, a cup of coffee with 
sugar and cream may sell for no more than a nickel at any estab- 
lishment that did not charge more than a nickel for it October 4-10, 
1942. 

HOUSEWIVES HELP SAVE EGGS 

The extra egg-buying of American housewives has made it pos- 
sible to save the 25 million dozens of eggs that were in danger of 
spoilage a few weeks ago for lack of storage space, War Food Ad- 
ministrator Marvin Jones said. Retail stores, newspapers and radio 
were of great help in calling attention to the problem, he sajd. 

ROUND-UP 

OPA announces that: Retail ceiling prices recently established on 
certain farm tractor tires include: $52.85 for 9-24 10 ply rear; $35 
for 7.50-10 8-ply front; and $9.55 for 4.00-12 4-ply front. . . The 
stock of 30,000 new cars yet remaining in the U. S. July 1 was the 
equivalent of a. three days' normal supply, and 7,000 have been 
allocated for July rationing. . . "T" gasoline coupons marked "2nd 
qtr.", issued as special rations and which do not expire until after 
June 30, may be exchanged for third quarter "T" coupons. 

WPB says: Two-tone shoes with other than leather soles may 
be made beginning September 1. . . Shortage of workers, and not 
material or machines, is holding up production of farm radio bat- 
teries, but production is expected to be improved by Fall. . . Full re- 
sponsibility for rationing and distributing. new trucks, truck tractors, 
trailers and other commercial vehicles to essential users has been 
transferred to the Office of Defense Transportaiton. . . The linen 
toweling and sheeting situations continue to grow tighter. . . Dry 
cleaners report urgent need of wire garment hangers because paper- 
board hangers have proved costly and impracticable. 

WFA says: Farmers and dailies may now purchase new milk 
cans for handling milk and milk products without purchase certifi- 
cates. . . Government reserves of canned fish from the 1944 pack 
have been increased because of increased war requirements. 

^Before DDT, the new insecticide, may be recommended for gen- 
eral use for agricultural purposes many more tests must be com- 
pleted as to its effects on insects, plants and higher animals, the 
Department of Agriculture says. . . Despite shoe-rationing, the Amer- 
ican people have bought an avevage of 3.2 pairs of rationed and un- 
rationed shoes annually, more than consumers in any other country, 
the Department of Commerce reports.
